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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is suggested: 
Electric lamp having a lamp base with a notch and a coagulated droplet for connecting conductor 
with the base. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, issuance of a central current supply 
conductor and a side current supply conductor must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
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renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reiter (US 
1,749,719). 

Regarding claim 9, Reiter discloses a lamp base (figure 4). The examiner notes that the 
claim limitation of "for use in an electric lamp as claimed in claim 1" is drawn to an intended use 
claim limitation which is incidental to the claimed apparatus. It is well established that a claimed 
apparatus cannot be distinguished over the prior art by an intended use claim limitation. 
Consequently, absent a showing of an unobvious difference between the claimed product and the 
prior art, the subject intended use claim limitation is not afforded patentable weight (MPEP 
2111). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 
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Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an 
electric lamp having a lamp vessel, a central current supply conductor and a side current supply 
conductor issuing from the lamp vessel, a lamp base having a notch, the side current supply 
conductor passing through the notch at a side facing the lamp vessel, and the side current supply 
conductor being provided with a coagulated droplet of material of the side current supply 
conductor at a side facing away from the lamp base, along with other claimed limitations. 
Claims 2-8 are allowed due to claim dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Reiter (US 1,749,719) discloses an electric lamp (figure 1) having an illumination source, 
a central current supply conductor, a side current supply conductor, a lamp base with a notch, the 
side current supply conductor passes through the notch. However, Reiter does not disclose or 
suggest having coagulated droplet of material of the side current supply conductor at a side 
facing away from the lamp base. 

Cunkelman (US 2003/0155858) discloses an electric lamp (figures 1 and 2) having an 
illumination source, a central current supply conductor, a side current supply conductor, a lamp 
base and lamp vessel, the lamp base with a hole, the side current supply conductor with a 
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coagulated droplet of material of the lamp base. However, Cunkelman does not disclose or 
suggest having the coagulated droplet of material of the side current supply conductor, and a 
notch at a side facing the lamp vessel.
